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1 . Claims 1 -87 are still pending for examination. 

2. Applicant's arguments filed 2/8/05 have been fully considered but they are not 
persuasive. The rejection of claims 1-8, 13-15, 20-24, 27-35, 40-42, 47-52, 57, 60-67, 
72 and 75-81 over Liao is respectfully maintained and incorporated by reference as set 
forth in the last office action. Also the other rejections over claims 9-12, 16-19, 25-26, 
36-39, 43-46, 53-56, 58-59, 68-71, 73-74 and 82-87 over Liao in view of Shaw, IEEE 
and Yates are also maintained and incorporated by reference as set forth in the last 
office action. 

In the remark applicant argued that Liao patent does not tech or suggest the 
features of the claims recites in claims 1-8, 13-15, 20-24, 27-35, 40-42, 47-52, 57, 60- 
67, 72 and 75-81 . In reply, Liao does teaches and suggests those features of claims as 
indicated in the previous office action on pages 5-19. 

Moreover, in the remark applicant further argued that one of ordinary skill 
in the art would not have been led to combine the teaching of Liao patent with either 
Shaw's application, IEEE teaching, and Yates's patent. In reply, the response is kind of 
attacking the references individually. And, one cannot show nonobviousness by 
attacking references individually where the rejections are based on combinations of 
references. See In re Keller, 642 F.2d 413, 208 USPQ 871 (CCPA 1981); In re Merck & 
Co., 800 F.2d 1091 , 231 USPQ 375 (Fed. Cir. 1986).
